The teaching of obedience to children 
of from one to three years of age requires 
more thoughtful planning, patience, and 
wisdom, perhaps, than the management 
of children of any other age. There is 
great danger of expecting too much or 
of expecting too little. Perhaps a habit 
of ready, uniform, and uncomplaining 
obedience should not be expected much. 
before the sixth. year, but certainly by 
that time the child should have a good 
appreciation of the sentinent expressed 
in the little German verse:

Of course we are not. to look for an- 
gelic traits in little children. Children 
are impulsiye, selfish, willful, and there 
is an age when they ought to be so and 
when great goodness is not even to be 
wished for. . But even at this tender 
age, the beginnings of great goodness 
may be and should be expected. 

Very much more might be said along 
this line which may not be said at this 
time. I plead simply for a recognition 
of the tremendous importance of the 
first three years of childhood.

MAN AND BIRD IN COLLISION. 


A dove winging its flights over the 
tracks of the Southern Railroad near 
Juliet, in Monroe county, ‘collided with 
a passenger train going in the opposite 
direction at high rate of speed yester- 
day afternoon, The bird’s body plung- 
ed through the glass window of the cab. 
Its beak, sharp as a needle’s point, 
pierced the right eye of Engineer 
Charles Wallace and the surgeons say 
it destroyed the ensineer’s sight tem- 
porarily and possibly permanently. 

Engineer Wallace was at the lever of 
the afternoon ‘passenger train for 
Macon when it pulled out of the Union 
Depot yesterday. The run to Juliet 
was made without incident. After the 
train left the station the engineer open- 
ed the throttle to-run the train faster 
than usual in order to make up a few 
minutes lost time. The train was bowl- 
ing along at a sixty-mile-an-hour gait. 

The engineer’s seat in the cab faces 
the track ahead. A window of glass an 
eighth of inch thick protects him from 
the draughts smoke and cin,ders. He 
was looking through this window when 
suddenly the body of the dove burst 
through the vane of glass and struck 
him in the face He was blinded for 
an instant, and the pain in his eye made 
him realize at once that he was serious- 
ly hurt, 

The fireman on the cab with engineer 
Wallace saw the accident and relieved 
him of his post. The pain increased”in 
Wailace’s eye until it was almost un- 
bearable and he finally went back into 
the baggara coach to get such assist- 
ance as was possible on the train. 

The dove was killed by the sudden 
contact with the cab window. Its quiver 
ine body fell on the iron floor of the en- 
gnle cab after striking the engineer, 
and waz picked up by the fireman. So 
great was the momentum of the train 
and the dove’s body that the glass win- 
dow was not smached by the blow of 
the collision. The hole through which

The Birds of Andover. 

An honored citizen of Andover re- 
cently queried of one whom he thought 
ought to know “what good does all 
this outdoor study do anyway ?” 

In a neat and very well planned 
handbook, issued by the school depart- 
ment and prepared by Mr. Fords one of 
the Phillips’ instructors, is “given an 
answer to our friend’s query so far as it 
relates to one of the most important 
of our outdoor studies, —the birds. 

The preface says “it is designed to 
arouse ® more intelligent and humane 
interest in the, birds, and a better ap- 
preciation of their value te man.” Phe 
book includes a table of spring migrants, 
showing the order in which our birds 
arrive in the spring, the dates of. tirst 
arrivals in L898 and 1809, the relative 
humber of each species and, in case of 
the rarer species, the localities where 
they may be found. In another table 
are found birds that) remain here 
throughout the year; and in a third 
table, birds that visit us in the winter 
from the north. There is also a bibli- 
ography of popular bird-literature, with 
comments on the relative velue of 
various handbooks. 

We often read general statements to 
the effect that birds are indispensable 
to agriculture, that each bird of certain 
species is worth $15 or $20 a year to the 
farmer; and very likely we discredit 
these statements as being the loose 
conclusions of sentimental enthusiasts. 
In a chart prepared by Dr. Hodge 
of Clark University, however, we find 
these assertions substantiated by specific 
evidence from the best scientific sources. 
Of the thitty species named in the 
chart, nearly all find the larger propor- 
tion of their food in animal matter, and 
this animal matter consists very largely 
of caterpillars, moths, worms and beetles 
that are a constant menace to our gar- 
dens and shade-trees. 

Thus it is evident that this nature- 
study in our public schools, apart from 
its sentimental and educational yalue, is 
of great economic importance to the 
community. Authoritative reports. from 
all over the country show that our bird- 
life is in serious danger. With the de- 
struction of our forests, the prevalence 


the increasing use of destructive pop- 
guns and shot-guns, it becomes the duty 
of all good citizens to foster and protect 
in every way these feathered allies of 
the farmer and gardener. 


Pastor O'Mahoney of St. Augustine's 
church was a happy man last Sunday, 
as he saw the finished work of himself 
and his immediate predecessors, dedi- 
cated to useful service among the Cath- 
olics of Andover. Our news Colttimns 
tell of the impressive service and beau- 
tiful building which occupied the pub- 
lic attention in Andover, last Sunday. 
The Catholics of Andover now ‘have a 
church home to be proud of, and the 
entire town felicitates them upon it. 

Some of our best citizens are num- 
bered among the péople of that faith, 
and they are of the best because they 
have never let their religion warp their 
good judgment in everything that 
makes for good citizenship. 

Andover is a church town, but 
largely along lines that are very dif- 
ferent from the Catholic church creed. 
There has however never been a day 
when the utmost good fellowship has 
not been maintainedy between Protest- 
ants and Catholics in Andover, and this 
good feeling was never more apparent 
than today. Not ~a little of this con- 
dition is due to the broadness and high 
character of the men who have admin- 
istered the affairs of St. Augustine's 
church since its inception, and it is 
good to think that the present pastor 
is a worthy successor to Messrs Mullen, 
Murphy, Ryan, and others, who have 
done so much for their church and the 
town. 

We congratulate Father O'Mahoney 
upon his new and beautiful ehurch 
home, and upon the good. spirit and 
tine fellowship which his church has 
so long enjoyed and helped to make in 
Andover.

Martinelli sprink=- 
led the walls with holy water, the 
whole ceremony being very simple. 

Pontitieal high mass followed with 
Archbishop Martinelli as celebrant , 
and Very Rev. J. J. Fedigan, O. S. A,, 
provincial, as assisting priest. Rey. 
J.P. Fahey, O.S.A., of Mechanicsville

In man¥other ways 
the parish has been constantly striving 
to secure money to complete the build- 
ing and it looks with pride upon the out- 
come of its efforts, a new and handsome 
public building which has taken its place 
among many others in old Andover. 

St. Augustine’s society was organized 
in 1850, with a smali membership, which 
has increased rapidly. The numerical 
strength of the parish is now about 1200. 
The organization has been a strong one 
and is in a flourishing condition at pres- 
ent. Many well-known clergymen have 
been stationed at the church, including 
Fr. Gallagher, Fr. Maurice Murphy, now

Obituary. 


PAUL B. FOLLANSBEE., 

The death of Paul B. Follansbee 
which occurred at his home near Hag- 
getts pond, Tuesday night, removes one 
of the sturdiest and widest known resi- 
dents of West. Andover. Even at-the ad- 
vanced age of 9 years, Mr. Follansbee 
was very active and managed to get 
about his large estate until recently, 
overseeing the work being carried on 
there. 

His place was a mecca for visitors in 
town who were attracted thither by the 
beautiful trees, shrubs and vines, many 
of them natives of other lands, rockeries 
caves and observatory, so delightfully 
arranged under the direction of the 
owner. Near his observatory is the 
deep well of cool, clear water, with old- 
fashioned well-sweep. At the house are 
hundreds upon hundreds of Indian relies 
and geological specimens. which Mr. 
Follansbee was always glad to show visi- 
tors. 

He had a theory that many of his geo- 
logical specimens came from another 
planet; also that the flood was caused by 
a planet which struck the earth and was 
shattered, leaving fragments, and mak- 
ing the sea rush over the land. 

Not many years ago Mr. Follansbee 
came In contact with one of the sharpest 
bunco men of the day but he was not 
fooled by him and got rid of iim very 
cleverly. 

He has been in failing health for 
some months, gradually breaking down 
under the stress of time. All his life he 
has been a hard working man, a great 
lover of nature and animal life, and an 
indefatigable collector of relies. 

Mr. Follansbee is survived by his son 
John, also a nurseryman, and other 
children. His wife died some years ago. 

The funeral was held this afternoon 
at 2 o’clock, at the house, Rev. Edward 
W. Pride officiating. Burial was in the 
West Parish. 


Latin Commons May Go. 


It has been proposed, and the matter 
is now under consideration, to remove 
some of the present wooden buildings 
known as the Latin commons. Negotia- 
tions are going on with the trustees of 
the Theological seminary in relation to 
securing Phillips hall for the aceommoda- 
tion of those students who would other- 
wise use the commons but no definite 
has been taken as yet.

There was testimony that the leg 
bone protruded through the skin and 
physicians testified for the defense that 
few men could walk across a street af- 
ter being injured in the way Franklin 
was, since the pain would be almost 
unbearable.

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News from the State House 


STATE HOUSE, May 3—Mr. Frost of 
Lawrence addressed the House this 
morning in favor of amendments*to the 
bill to include mercantile establish- 
ments in the 58-hour law for women 
and minors, 

The amendments urged by Mr. Frost 
did not interfere with the 58-hour feat- 
ure of the bill but were to permit stores 
to keep open on two evenings per week. 

Mr. Frost said this would be necessa- 
ry in manufacturing cities and towns 
similar to Lawrence, in order to permit 
the operatives to do their shopping on 
two evenings at least. The bill was fi- 
nally passed to a third reading as 
amended. 

At the afternoon session of the House 
Mr. Buswell of Methuen addressed the 
members in opposition to the bill to 
change the legal length of lobsters from 
10 1-2 to 9 inches. Mr, Buswell’s speech 
was one of the wittiest that has been 
heard on the floor of the House during 
the present session, and it aided very 
materially in restoring good humor 
among the members after a heated de- 
bate. The bill was finally passed to a 
third reading. 


STATE HOUSE May 8—In the course 
of a conversation this morning Speaker 
Myers said he thought the House 
might finish its business by June 1, ex- 
cept for the questions of the big rail- 
road leases. This means that with these 
leases to consider the Legislature will 
probably not be prorogued before July 
1 at the earliest. 

During the morning session of the 
House today Mr. Buswell of Methuen 
took an active part in opposition to the 
bill to change the age at which minors 
may be employed in factories and work- 
shops from 14 to 16 years. Mr. Carey of 
Haverhill, in advocating the bill, said 
that some operotives were not fit asso- 
ciates for children, and it-was his sub- 
sequent remarks in support of this con- 


tention that Mr. Buswell took excep- 
tions to. 
Mr. Buswell said that such expres- 


sions might better be expected from a 
Southern Democrat who was endeav- 
oring to belittle and defame our opera- 
tives than from a citizen of Massachu- 
setts. Our operatives as a class are as 
moral and of as good character as any 
people on earth. They do not favor any 
such change as is proposed in the pres- 
ent law. 

The operatives feel that a man who 
has had to struggle along supporting a 
family until the minors are 14 years of 
age, should not be compelled to bear 
the burden two years longer. 

Mr. Carey arose and explained that 
ke had not meant to refer to the oper- 
atives as a whole but to the few that 
are bad. The bill was rejected by a vote 
of 73 to 14. 


Mr. Frost of Lawrence is receiving 
many congratulations on the successful 
passage of his bicycle baggage bill, A 
introduced > for 
several years past and has been regu- 
larly killed. Last year Mr. Frost suc- 
ceeled in getting it through the House, 
but it was voted down in the Senate. 

In the House today Mr. Frost spoke 
in favor of the bill to require that per- 
sons seeking to have persons committed 
as dipsomaniacs, must give notice to 
the overseers of the poor of the cities 
and towns concerned. The bill was pas- 
sd to be engrossed. 

By a rising vote of 76 to 77 the House 
today refused to engross the bill to pro- 
hibit the use of dark cells'in penal in- 
stitutions. On a yea and nay vote of 
81 to 83 this was confirmed. Mr. Parker 
of Boston in charge of the bill, moved 
a reconsideration and the motion was 
laid on the table. 


LYNN’S 50TH ANNIVERSARY.

50th anniversary of her incorgorainn 
as a city, and will spare no pains or 
expense. The city and the citizens will 
spend upwards.of $25,000 in various 
ways to make the event a notable and 
successful affair. The fund in hand 
for the public festivities has been 
doubled by popular subscription, the 
manufacturers and merchants are ar- 
ranging to make displays in the great 
procession as well as. decorate their 
buildings and stores, many organiza- 
tions have engaged bands and secured 
uniforms for the parade and will en- 
tertain visitors, and private citizens 
are generally interested in decorating 
their residences and taking part in the 
exerciss. Business will be suspended 
on the principal day, Tuesday, May 15, 
Mh i the public procession and official 
receptions take place. The anniversary 
day is May 14, and will be observed by 
salutes, exercises in all the schools, 
band concerts and sports, winding up 
with historical exercises in Lynn Thea- 
tre and a bonfire-on High Rock. 

The Lawrence Battery and the Sec- 
ond Corps of Cadets of Salem will re- 
inforce the military division of the pro- 
cession of Tuesday, the battery to 
march over the road and fire: the morn- 
ing salute. The civic division promises 
to be an imposing one, as nearly every 
fraternal organization and temperance 
society in Lynn has arranged to partic- 
ipate. The city departments, headed 
by a regiment of schoolboys, will come 
next, the division including also a num- 
ber of floats representing the schools, 
and last will be a big division of floats 
and teams representing the trades and 
industries of the city. 

The Governor and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, the President of the Senate and 
Speaker of the House, Senator Lodge, 
Congressman Roberts, the Mayors of 
Massachusetts. cities, ex-Mayors” of 
Lynn and the seven surviving munic- 
ipal officers of 1850 will be the guests of 
the occasion. King’s Lynn England, 
has sent over felicitations to its Mass- 
achusetts namesake in response to an 
invitation to its Mayor.
